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The Season ot 1915 

Tl 1 E season of 1915 deserves to rank as one of the most successful in the 
history of the school. At the same time it shows the remarkable results 
which may be obtained by hard, consistent work and excellent coaching. 
The opening of the season disclosed a squad of medium-sized candidates, and 
seven vacancies created by the graduation of monogram men. ( )f the old back field 
Nichols, C hamberlain, and Doolittle were gone, and Locker, Neel, (iabrio, and 
l aptain McMnrray were missing from the line. It was generally conceded by the 
sports writers that West High's chances of winning either the city or state title 
were small indeed. The appearance of the eligibility list for the first game re- 
vealed the fact that several promising candidates were not eligible. Apparently 
the most difficult problem which confronted the coaches was to develop a back 
field. Refore the season was two weeks old it was evident that the real difficulty 
lay with the line. The value of Zaun's work at center was not fully realize ! at 
this time. As the season advanced Zaun proved that he was not only a tower of 
strength in that position but a real leader and an inspiration to his men. 

After the Marshalltown game it was clearly seen that every game was going to 
be a real battle and that the utmost effort would be required to win. The team 
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made steady progress as Coach Stewart began perfecting the varied details of his 
shifting attack. In spite of weakness which appeared in the line as the grind be- 
came harder, this progress continued. 

The team played one of the best games of the season against Mason City and 
was in the pink of condition when the date for the first game of the city series 
with North High arrived. It was in this game that West displayed the besl foflli 
of the year in forward passing. Redlingshafer received five passes out of five 
attempts. Glenn Devine tore through North's line almost at will, and Beck played 
a strong defensive game at end. Chiesa's well-placed kicks combined with A. 
Devine's running back of punts netted many yards for the Maize and Blue. 

The Grinnell game, although one of the hardest fought games of the season, 
was not a surprise to those who knew and understood the conditions under which 
it was played. West was forced to keep both Zaun and A. Devine out of the game 
on account of injuries, and several new men were being tried out in line positions. 
The game was close and we narrowly escaped defeat, yet it could not be truthfully 
said that the results were discouraging. 

The defeat at Fort Dodge, whether due to indifference or overconfident-, 
served to fill the team with determination to win the two remaining games. The 
score at Iowa City was close and many felt that West was fortunate to win. In 
this game the powerful offense of the Maize and Blue was materially strengthened 
by Cunningham's work in the back field. This game also revealed some weak- 
nesses in blocking and tackling. 

Abbott and Hyland were both forced to withdraw at this time on account of 
illness. Both men had been playing clean, hard football and their loss was keenly 
felt. Nothing daunted, however, the remainder of the squad set about the work 
of preparation for the final game. Probably during no other period of time did 
the team show as much improvement in every department of the game, as well as 
in physical condition. A strong team of alumni was organized, which gave the 
regulars the much-needed opposition necessary to prepare them for the big con- 
test. Prior to the East High game, everything seemed to point to a victory for 
East, but after a very few minutes of play West High's superiority became appar- 
ent to all. The line shifted with machine-like precision, and the backs took advan- 
tage of every opening. As the game progressed, the superior physical^ condition 
of the Maize and Blue was easily seen. The ends got down under ( Mesa's puzzling 
punts so fast that only one material return was made. Ramsey and McCabe 
guarded the center in such an effective manner that gains through them were 
almost impossible. Veatch played the best game of his career, while Martin 
thrilled the crowd with several long returns from the kickoff.
